COLDS ARE INFECTIOUS 
Though 
the 
specific 
cause, or 
causes of the common cold still re­ 
main undetermined, it has been es­ 
tablished beyond doubt that colds 
are infectious. 
Any one who takes the trouble 
can observe the spreading of a cold 
in an office, class room, work shop 
or family when adequate precau­ 
tions have not been taken. 
Unfortunately, too many persons 
think of the common cold as an in­ 
significant ailment. 
They fail to see the connection 
between colds and other diseases of 


the respiratory tract. 
They fail, particularly to appreci­ 
ate the hazards of colds to children, 
in whom they may prove to be the 
forerunners of broncho-pneumonia, 
bronchitis and other more serious 
conditions. 
Elders who suffer from respira­ 
tory infections should avoid, as far 
as possible, intimate contact with 
young children and infants. 
Where such contact is unavoid­ 
able every precaution possible should 
be taken to avoid infecting the 
child. 
Soap and water are our best allies 
in this. 
If the baby is to be fed. dressed 
or otherwise handled, and there is 
no one else to do it but mother, or 
some adult who is suffering from ai 


cold, such a person should first 
thoroughly wash the hands in warm 
water, using plenty of soap. 
An added and useful precaution 
to be taken consists in wearing a 
gauze mask over the 
face and 
mouth. 
These may be made by folding 
several layers of cheese cloth and 
cutting them 
into squares large 
enough 
to cover 
the 
nose 
and 
mouth. 
Paper kerchiefs possess distinct 
advantages. 
They can be destroyed immedi­ 
ately after being used, and hence 
do not tend to spread infectious 
material, as is the case in cloth 
handkerchiefs which are kept in 
the pocket and handled frequently.
